Introduction 

The importance coxofemoral luxations 
canine practice has been emphasized nu- 
reluxation during convalescence often the 
major problem. The ischio-ilial pin introduced 
commonly referred the “De- 
Vita pin,” simple but effective fixation 
technique which offers the advantages solid 
support, mobility the joint, and ease 
application. has been used routinely for sev- 
eral years the Angell Memorial Animal Hos- 
pital Boston, Massachusetts.! Probably 
because incomplete descriptions and inade- 
quate publicity, the technique has not gained 
widespread recognition the West Coast. 
Successful trials with the DeVita pin the 
University California indicate that merits 
consideration practical method for fix- 
ation recurrent potentially recurrent 
coxofemoral luxations. 


Technique 


The ischio-ilial pin consists threaded 
intramedullary pin (3/32 1/8-inch diam- 
eter) which inserted under the tuber ischii, 
passes dorso-lateral and intimate contact 
with the neck the femur, and screwed 
into the wing the ilium (Figs. and 2). 
prevents dorsal lateral displacement the 
head the femur, thereby preventing relux- 
ation, and the same time permits flexion and 
extension the hip that the patient can 
walk normally. 

Following the induction general anes- 
thesia, the luxation reduced. With the patient 
still lying the uninjured side, pad placed 
between the stifles support the limbs their 
normal medio-lateral position. convenient 
allow the hindlegs assume their normal 
standing posture. 

After standard preoperative skin preparation 
and draping, short incision made below 
the tuber ischii minimize contamination 
the pin. sterile pin inserted through the 
incision just ventral the tuber ischii, its 
lateral termination. slight notch the bone 
and cartilage this point, easily palpated 
all except the obese dog, constitutes con- 
venient landmark. The pin directed toward 
the neck the femur, being guided simul- 
taneous palpation the greater trochanter 
the opposite hand. After striking the femoral 
neck, the pin withdrawn slightly and gently

redirected until slides past the femur in- 
timate contact with it. Care should taken 
avoid directing the pin too far medially, where 
the sciatic nerve lies. When properly directed, 
the pin passes lateral all major vessels and 
nerves the area. Should slight hemorrhage 
occur, easily arrested digital pressure 
and redirection the pin. 

Insertion the pin continued until its 
point strikes the gluteal surface the ilium, 
through which Occasionally there 
tendency for the pin slide along the sur- 
face the ilium instead penetrating it. This 
easily corrected digital pressure over the 
area, forcing the tip the pin medially. The 
pin should penetrate the ilium only far enough 
seat its tip securely. untoward effects 
were observed, however, when over-penetra- 
tion occurred. Blakely! suggests that over- 
penetration can avoided using pin 
which the diameter the threaded tip less 
than the diameter the pin itself. The shoulder 
forms automatic when reaches the 
bone. 

The pin severed just beneath the skin; 
and one two skin sutures are placed close 
the incision. The pin left place long 
the case demands. damage has been ob- 
served from pins left place for long 
six weeks. Radiographs may employed 
check placement the pin before its protrud- 
ing portion severed. Both dorso-ventral and 
lateral x-ray views are necessary visualize 
the location the pin accurately. skill 
the technique acquired, there increased 
reliance tactile sensations the placement 
the pin, and radiographic reassurance be- 
comes luxury. 

chronic luxations, the acetabulum often 
becomes obliterated granulation tissue 
which prevents normal seating the femoral 
head. Open reduction using the dorsal ap- 
proach and acetabular curettage, 
are then necessary. the DeVita pin in- 
serted before the incision closed, can 
seen passes the femoral neck, and accu- 
rate placement simplified. 

Discussion 

The hip joint supported the joint cap- 
sule, the round ligament, and the surrounding 
muscles the hip. The extent which these 
structures and the rim the acetabulum are 
injured determines the ease with which 
luxation may recur. 

Many methods have been utilized main- 
tain reduction coxofemoral luxations, The 
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object all methods seat the head the 
femur securely possible the aceta- 
bulum, and hold there long enough for 
the damaged tissues heal. the normal 
standing position, the femoral neck extends 
from the acetabulum ventro-lateral, 
slightly posterior direction. The femoral head 
seated best the acetabulum when the neck 
right angles the pelvis. Flexion, abduc- 
tion and inward rotation the hip help 
achieve this position. The recognized bandag- 
ing techniques maintain one, two, all three 
these positions. They include the modified 
Ehmer sling® figure-eight bandage, the 
Ehmer spread-cast® its modification, the 


damage already injured area. They in- 
crease pain and delay healing. they not 
actually compound the injury, they may 
least condemned the basis their in- 
humanity. 

The ideal technique for maintenance re- 
duction would one which provides solid 
support, relieves tension and strain from the 
injured tissues, and permits normal use the 
limb during convalescence, with minimum 
discomfort the patient. Skeletal fixation 
most nearly satisfies these criteria. Several 
successful devices have been developed, no- 
tably the and external pin 
assemblies, and the Knowles? artificial round

“butterfly bandage,” Schroeder’s pronating 
Thomas splint®, and the technique recently 
limb drawn forward alongside the body. 
Most bandages and casts share several disad- 
vantages: they are relatively uncomfortable, 
they invite pressure necrosis and decubital 
ulcers, they are not consistently effective, and 
immobilization injured joint predisposes 
ankylosis. 

Procedures such the injection irritants 
direct trauma mallet, which hope 
effect fixation producing edema and inflam- 
mation around the joint, are reprehensible 
because they deliberately increase the tissue 
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ligament and toggle-pin device. Unfortunately, 
these procedures are not simple, and therefore 
fail appeal many veterinarians. 

The ischio-ilial pin provides the 
mechanical advantages skeletal fixation and 
avoids the discomforts bandaging, while re- 
quiring minimum equipment and special 
skills. The advantage normal use the 
limb multiple injuries, such concurrent 
fracture the opposite femur, readily ap- 
parent. The pin concealed from view and 
needs adjustment, facilitating convales- 
cence home without embarrassment in- 
convenience the client. 

The hazard damaging the sciatic nerve 
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appears more theoretical than actual. 
This nerve emerges over the acetabular branch 
the ischium flat band. The DeVita pin 
passes near the nerve, usually lateral it. 
Dissection studies have shown that although 
there little space between the nerve and the 
pin, they lie the same plane. Thus, the edge 
the nerve presented toward the pin, and 
there little likelihood penetrating it. 
Perhaps the most common error the in- 
sertion the DeVita pin starting the pin 
too far medially the ischium. then pro- 
ceeds divergent angle, passes lateral 
the ilium, and cannot anchored there.

Because the coxofemoral joint capsule ex- 
tends along the neck the femur, portion 
may lie the path the DeVita pin. The 
joint capsule suffers such extensive damage 
recurrent luxations, however, that any addi- 
tional trauma induced the pin in- 
significant. recent luxations which show 
little tendency redislocate upon man- 
ipulation, subluxations, this may not 
true. Rather than risking increased damage 
such cases inserting the pin, more con- 
servative initial approach, such figure- 


eight bandage mere cage rest, would appear 
desirable. Once reluxation occurs, the 
author’s opinion that the DeVita pin the 
procedure choice for fixation.

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Importance Disease Control Livestock Production 


The health the livestock and poultry 
industries important indicator the 
health our entire agriculture, since for the 
last five years the farm value these prod- 
ucts has averaged about $19 billion per year. 
This more than per cent the total 
farm value all our agricultural products. 
comparison, the farm value meat 
animals, milk, poultry, and eggs produced 
our country the last five years has been 
about four times the wholesale price received 
for all the automobiles manufactured during 
this period. 

Some million cattle were United 
States farms and ranches last year. With 
United States population increasing rate 
more than 7,000 persons day, and with 
consumption meat per person increasing 
year year, estimated that the early 
1960’s possibly 100 million cattle will 
needed this country. 

The best opportunities increasing our cat- 
tle population appear improving the 
efficiency livestock production. This in- 
cludes better progress combatting diseases, 
parasites, and insects that still tax livestock 
and poultry producers the extent 2.7 
billion dollars year. The loss due these 
causes greater than the farm cash value 
last year any crop except corn. For in- 
stance, half-billion dollars greater 
than the value the entire wheat crop, and 
times the value the oats crop. Livestock 
producers cannot afford continue take 
such losses they are operate profit- 
able basis the face future requirements 
and the actual economics the livestock in- 
dustry. 

Fortunately, large gains disease control 
have been made the past, and without 
these gains the livestock industry know 
today would not possible. Yet aver- 
age annual loss 2.7 billion dollars dis- 
eases and other hazards too large, and 
must cut down our efficiency im- 
prove. And with modern transportation and 
marketing, which whisks livestock from one 
part the country the other and mingles 
them widely separated market places, dis- 
eases today can spread faster and farther 
than ever before. The large number live- 
stock must have today also magnifies the 
problems and greatly complicates disease 
control and eradication. 

For these reasons, greater emphasis being 
given research animal diseases. Re- 
Search alone, however, not enough. Dis- 
ease control and eradication the application 
research. also need give due atten-

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tion proper use our knowledge 
ranches and farms. The present organization 
the Agricultural Research Service, which 
separates livestock research 
regulatory activities our organization chart, 
nevertheless places the two activities close 
together practice. The organization there- 
fore facilitates the prompt and effective ap- 
plication research results 

This teamwork between research and appli- 
cation research has brought considerable 
progress. Take the cooperative State-Federal 
tuberculosis eradication program ex- 
ample. The incidence bovine tuberculosis 
present just little over one out every 
1,000 cattle tested. Every county the 
States has been modified accredited area 
since November 1940, when the last county 
was accredited. When the program started 
1917, one out every cattle tested the 
United States proved have tuberculosis. 
those days work was slow and expensive. 
When research developed the intradermal 
method testing became possible move 
more rapidly and surely against this disease. 
Since 1917, over 360 million cattle have been 
tested for tuberculosis the United States. 
this number, more than million were 
California alone. Last year, with only 0.11 
per.cent infection, there are still roughly 
103,000 animals the United States infected. 

the million cattle slaughtered 1917 
under Federal inspection, 40,000 carcasses 
were condemned. the 18% million slaugh- 
tered under Federal inspection 1954, only 
carcasses were condemned. But the per- 
centage infected animals had remained 
the same 1954 was 1917, almost 
98,000 carcasses would have been condemned 
instead 441. The reduction condemna- 
tions and the slaughter reactors the 
1954 level infection compared the 
1916 level represents saving approxi- 
mately $150 million year, not taking into 
account the increased milk and meat pro- 
duction and the great contribution human 
health. this rate, livestock producers save 
enough every two years from this one source 
pay back all the funds invested both 
State and Federal governments the entire 
tuberculosis eradication program from the 
time started years ago—a pretty good 
dividend rate investment! 

While the incidence tuberculosis still 
high enough dangerous, low enough 
difficult detect and stamp out. The sit- 
uation calls for new techniques. One our 
most effective techniques, instituted fairly 
recently, trace back animals that show 
tuberculous lesions during postmortem ex-

Endocrine dysfunction not uncommon 
occurrence cattle, particularly heavy pro- 
ducing females that are well fed. The organs 
most profoundly affected are those the re- 
productive system. this discussion, diag- 
nosis will emphasized and summary 
treatments for the principal disorders out- 
lined. seems important also point out that 
while the underlying etiology endocrine pa- 
thology remains obscure, some disorders ap- 
pear closely related improper in- 
adequate nutrition, poor management and 
disease. 


standing and therapy cattle has been made 
recent years. Yet, appears the surface 
has barely been scratched. Many questions 
remain unanswered. Advancement bound 
slow since controlled experiments with 
cattle are expensive and for the most part in- 
volve long intervals time. the absence 
sufficient controlled research, careful clini- 
cal observations must continue employed. 


With this brief introduction, let review 
some the principal endocrine disturbances 
encountered the field. 


Anestrus 


Anestrus the absence estrus. con- 
stitutes important phase the sterility 
problem. The therapy employed must de- 
termined largely history and diagnosis as- 
certained through rectal palpation the fe- 
male. the examination yields little 
pathology and reliable information not 
hand that accurate diagnosis can 
made, usually more prudent re-ex- 
amine the animal future time rather than 
proceed guesswork basis. 

Absence heat ceases immediate 
sterility problem when the female found 
pregnant. This not uncommon cause 
anestrus. Likewise, the reproductive tract 
normal and there corpus luteum 
one the ovaries and the female may 
have been bred less than days, treat- 
ment indicated. The animal should re- 
examined future date. 

The occurrence anestrus and the presence 
difficult explain the non-pregnant fe- 
male. Often associated with uterine pa- 
thology such fetal absorption abortion, 
pyometra, mumified fetus, macerated fetus and 
possibly over-stimulated infected cervix. 
Putting another way, the retained may 
sometimes regarded the continuation

destruction the embryo fetus has taken 
place. 

Absence heat sometimes observed 
cows that nurse calves for several weeks 
months after freshening. Retained corpora are 
sometimes present the ovaries these cows, 
others they are absent. 


Heat periods are frequently missed because 
one has observed them. Sometimes symp- 
toms estrus are absent nearly absent and 
these are usually referred silent periods. 
Unobserved heats and silent heats are rel- 
atively common occurrence many farms. 
Cycling and ovulation undoubtedly takes 
place many these quiesent heats. 


Absence estrus sometimes seen fe- 
males with so-called inactive static ovaries. 
These females apparently not pass through 
the luteal estrus cycles. From the stand- 
point diagnosis, would very helpful 
and important one could regularly differ- 
entiate these ovaries from active ones while 
the early late stages regular silent 
estrus. Generally the normal active ovaries 
have lively resilient feel while the inactive 
ones are likely more firm and lifeless. 
The uterine horns generally reveal deficiency 
tone following prolonged period ovar- 
ian quiesence. 

There are other factors that are directly 
indirectly responsible for extended anestrus 
females. They are prolonged inadequate 
food supply, insufficient mineral 
intake, vitamin iodine deficiency, etc. Still 
other causes are chronic debilitating diseases, 
defective incomplete ovarian development 
seen some virgin heifers, the presence 
luteal follicular cysts, abscesses tumors 
the ovaries, and tumors cysts the pi- 
tuitary gland. Freemartins are usually 
state anestrus because ovaries are either 
absent inactive. 


Treatment Anestrus 


Estrogen therapy sometimes indicated 
certain conditions anestrus, particularly 
supplementary treatment. Dosages estro- 
gens and the indication for their use vary with 
the type product and the susceptibility 
the animal. Dosages that are suitable for some 
animals will have little effect upon 
others. third group, the same dosage may 
stimulate the formation follicular cysts. 

Estrogens most frequently employed are 
Stilbestrol (deiethystilestrol), estradial cyclo- 
pentyltropionate (ECP) and Estradial Dipro- 
pionate (Diestro Di-ovacylin). The rec- 
ommended dosages for Stilbestrol are from 
10-20 milligrams. For Repositol Stilbestrol, 
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the dosage 5-10 milligrams per 100 
body weight, not exceed total dose cc. 
Five milligrams ECP satisfactory dos- 
age for most large holstein and brown swiss 
cattle and possibly for some older individuals 
other breeds. For young adults and heifers, 
particularly individuals the smaller breeds, 
this dosage generally too large. intra- 
generally more satisfactory and safe. 

When foreign material such mucus and 
pus present the uterus, estrogen therapy 
frequently indicated. Therapy for emptying 
the uterine horns and the need for adminis- 
tering supplementary treatment based 
largely upon the amount and kind material 
the uterus and the presence absence 
systemic reaction. 

When several quarts more fluid 
debris present the uterus, attempt 
should first made siphon off the excess 
material with rubber metal catheter. 
only small amount present, such few 
ounces pus, this preliminary evacuation pro- 
cess not necessary. However, removal 
with return flow catheter and/or infusion 
the uterus with suitable antibiotics anti- 
septics often good immediate procedure 

Enucleation the corpus luteum some- 
times possible and can easily removed, 
constitutes important part the treat- 
ment. When the lies beyond the reach 
the operator when the removal likely 
cause injury the delicate ovarian tissue, 
this approach unsatisfactory and should 
not pursued further. 

When estrogen relied upon evacuate 
the contents the uterus, one large injec- 
tion series smaller ones usually pro- 
duces heat and expulsion the uterine con- 
tents two ten days. The dosage usually 
double the amount used for instigating heat 
symptoms. Following evacuation and contrac- 
tion the uterine horns, infusion the 
uterus often indicated the cervical 
canal sufficiently dilated, one more suit- 
able bolets, capsules suppositories may 
placed the uterus and cervix suppress 
destroy bacterial activity. 

Estrogens are frequently relied upon for 
evacuation mumified fetus. The dosage 
the same for pyometra. Usually other 
treatment necessary except postpone 
breeding for two regular heat periods. 

Posterior pituitary products are frequently 
employed shrink the uterus. For evacuating 
the uterine contents, these products are most 
effective when used within few hours after 
calving within twelve twenty-four hours 
following estrogen therapy. 

Other indications for posterior pituitary 
products are dystocia, due uterine inertia, 
reduction uterine prolapse, delivery re- 
tained placenta, particularly when used 
conjunction with estrogen and for post- 
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operative contraction the uterus following 
caesarian section. probably not neces- 
sary point out that the administration 
posterior pituitary products not usually 
recommended fetal dystocis unless the cer- 
vix well dilated and other mechanical ob- 
structions are absent. 

subcutaneously intramuscularly. For more 
prompt response, the oxytocic preparations 
may injected intravenously, usually 
doses. Dosage directions are usually given 
the manufacturer and advisable 
follow them.* 

might well point out that when the 
cause anestrus inadequate improper 
nutrition such over-feeding, correction 
the condition may have made before 
satisfactory response anestrus treatment 
obtained. Turning cows out grass the 
spring after winter poor roughage feeding 
supplying needed nutrients, often results 
the return normal estrus. 

Heats may artificially induced enuc- 
jections females with marked deficiencies 
certain trace minerals such cobalt, man- 
ganese, iodine, vitamin etc., but con- 
ception not likely occur until the general 
health the animal has improved. Except 
areas where specific deficiencies exist, females 
reasonably good regime feeding sel- 
dom seem suffer from anestrus infertility. 
When anestrus and infertility herd prob- 
lem, consider the feeding program but 
particularly suspicious infections, especially 
venereal infections, disease debility poor 
management. 

Practitioners called upon examine and 
treat anestrus heifers occasionally encounter 
virgin females that exhibit sexual infertility. 
Such heifers are found any breed but more 
often purebred beef herds where the young 
animals are the result close breeding. The 
entire reproductive tract including the ovaries 
and mammary glands such heifers are gen- 
erally under-developed. Time will not permit 
discussion possible treatments for these 
animals. For the most part, results have not 
been too satisfactory. 


Cystic Ovaries 


Ovarian follicles that fail rupture follow- 
ing estrus are referred ovarian folli- 
cular cysts. Usually they continue enlarge 
and secrete estrogen into the circulation. The 
excess secretion estrogen throws the nor- 
mal reproductive cycle out balance. Many, 
but not all cows exhibit nymphomania. The 
cause cystic ovaries not known. The con- 
dition largely associated with heavy feed- 
ing and high milk production, particularly

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cows official test and whose breeding dates 
are postponed four more months. There 
also evidence that the occurrence cystic 
ovaries may have hereditary origin. 

Hormone treatment cystic ovaries 
sists primarily intramuscular intravenous 
injections gonadatrophins that are pre- 
dominantly character. Intramuscu- 
lar injections repositol progesterone 
relatively large doses have been reported also 
effective. Cysts may may not re- 
moved manually Removal the cysts appears 
logical procedure because the prob- 
able reduction estrogen secretion ad- 
vance leutenizing action. However, cysts 
should crushed only they collapse rel- 
atively slight pressure. Rough manipulation 
strong pressure may lead injury the 
healthy ovarian tissue. Not all cysts respond 
hormone therapy. Some cystic females must 
re-treated. small number apparently re- 
cover spontaneously, particularly when the 
cysts are formed within sixty days 
partuition. 


Delayed Ovulation 


The length the heat period cow varies 
considerably. The estimated normal period 
about fourteen hours. The average time 
ovulation reported fall somewhere be- 
tween twelve and fourteen hours following the 
termination estrus. 

Ovulation some cows occurs much later 
than normal. This delay follicular maturity 
without doubt cause infertility some 
shy breeders. Cows that ovulate late bred 
too early often not conceive. There appears 
direct relationship between delayed 
abnormal ovulation and subnormal sex ac- 
tivity. very probable that the subnor- 
mal activity the result deficiency 
estrogen production. 

Progress the development the follicle 
can noted through repeated palpations. 
With experience, the veterinarian will have lit- 
tle difficulty estimating the time ovulation 
providing the examination made during the 
latter part estrus the early part the 
post-estrus period. There considerable diag- 
nostic value determining the time ovu- 
lation. permits presenting advice time 
service and the need for treatment. The 
normal ovaries this time will usually re- 
veal follicle one them. The mature 
follicle presented firm blister-like ele- 
vation varying diameter from about 
nearly inch the base. 

the time ovulation approaches, the 
follicle becomes less firm. Following rupture 
the follicle, small pit may detected the 
ovary which may persist for period twelve 
twenty-four hours. After that difficult 
determine which ovary ovulation has 
occurred. 

There are number products available 
veterinarians that are designed stimu- 


late earlier ovulation late ovulating fe- 
males. One the first such products 
developed was estrogen known Dienes- 
trol. Its function supplement the deficient 
natural estrogen production the female. 
raising the estrogen level, postulated that 
the leutenizing hormone released earlier and 
this turn results more positive and 
earlier ripening the follicle. Dienestrol 
administered either subcutaneously intra- 
muscularly the onset heat and the animal 
bred twelve twenty-four hours later. Sug- 
gested dosages are milligrams. The 
treatment may repeated the next regu- 
lar heat. The hormone appears have practi- 
cal application but extensive clinical appraisal 
its effectiveness has not been reported 

Gonadatrophic hormones which are chiefly 
follicle stimulating (F.S.H.) action and 
purified F.S. hormones are used for this pur- 
pose also. believed F.S.H. naturally inaug- 
urates the development ovarian follicles 
well the production estrogen. When 
the synthetic hormone injected two five 
days prior the next anticipated heat 
ovulation, earlier follicle maturation and leu- 
tenization may expected occur. This rel- 
atively new approach the problem cor- 
recting subnormal follicular development ap- 
pears have practical application. Further 
clinical evaluation, however, necessary be- 
fore definite conclusions its effectiveness 
can drawn. 

somewhat similar treatment consists 
rat units Vetrophin early the heat period. 
controlled research project with this 
product, ovulation was advanced much 
10.7 hours. 

Another product that may prove practical 
advancing ovulation cattle progester- 
one. The dose for heifers milligrams 
injected subcutaneously intramuscularly 
the beginning estrus. The recommended 
dose for cows mg. have been using 
the aqueous form our practice. This hor- 
mone also requires further study. 


Hormone Use Normal, Difficult-to-Settle 
Cows 


How about cows with normal reproductive 
organs that not settle? Does hormone 
therapy have place for such cows, particu- 
larly high producing females with normal 
ovulations? Specific therapy for such individ- 
uals cannot recommended the present 
time. When they are presented, import- 
ant first all, determine their exact status. 
Consider the care and feeding and carefully 
check for the presence pathology me- 
chanical defects the entire genital tract. 
The potency and health semen which 
the animal bred should also investigated. 

The possible usefulness hormone therapy 
for these supposedly normal cows and heifers 
that not readily conceive has not been 
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fully appraised. However, limited clinical use 
hormones appears have value. Therapy 
that has been employed and deserves further 
study the use rat units Vet- 
rophin (Abbott) mg. Pituitary Leu- 
tenizing Hormone (Armour) administered 
intravenously time breeding 2,500 
5,000 units Chorionic Gonadatrophin in- 
jected intramuscularly four eight days fol- 
lowing service. 

Thyroid pills, grains daily, have been 
employed supplement hormone therapy, 
particularly sluggish well-conditioned fe- 
males. The thyroid usually given for per- 
iod two weeks post-estrus. The thyroid 
therapy cannot satisfactorily explained. 
Benefits, however, seem derived from its 
use. 

has long been recognized that the corpus 
luteum vital the continuance early 
pregnancy. How about progesterone therapy 
corpus luteum deficiency? Well, progester- 
one like estrogen produced the ovary, 
but the two hormones have entirely different 
biological roles and therefore interfere with 
each other their activity. most normal 
females, the follicle develops and estrogen 
largely secreted after clinical regression 
the corpus luteum. 

Progesterone the presence small quan- 
tities estrogen also produces 
tion the endometrium preparation for 
the development the maternal placenta. 
appears probable that progesterone replace- 
ment therapy for maintaining pregnancy 
apparently normal females has merit. Con- 
tinued careful clinical evaluation will even- 
tually permit more accurate appraisal this 
form treatment. Furthermore, minimum 
dosages and frequency administration have 
not yet been accurately determined. 

For the present, milligrams Repositol 
Progesterone per 100 pounds body weight 
500 milligrams injected intramuscularly 
every seven ten days for period five 
months may considered maximum course 
the maximum dosage injected seven 
ten day intervals for one four months 
sufficient prevent fetal death abortion 
some individuals. 

Repositol progesterone therapy, furthermore, 
has been found useful vaginal prolapse 
cases particularly when associated with cystic 
ovaries cows with abnormally high 
level. 

may also employed supplementary 
treatment surgical operations such su- 
turing pinning the vulva primary 
therapy early prolapse cases. Doses recom- 
mended early cases range from 
milligram per pound body weight 
milligrams per pound chronic cases.

Unusual Location Foreign Body—A Case Report 
BARSALEAU, D.V.M.

November 29, 1955, out-call was 
made examine mare whose owner re- 
ported “teeth trouble.” The client complained 
that his mare had suddenly developed diffi- 
culty chewing. physical examination 
the patient revealed six-year-old chestnut 
quarter horse breeding, 15.3 hands high and 
weight approximately 1,000 Ibs. large 
frame, this weight seemed inadequate and 
her general condition, best, could called 
unthrifty. Rectal temperature this examin- 
ation was 102 degrees. slight swelling 
the intermandibular area was noted and pal- 
pated with little evidence pain from the 
patient. Examination the mouth showed 
little abnormality with the exception 
small papillary prominence the right bar 
the ramus, directly over the vestigial ca- 
nine the lower jaw. This was believed 
bruising the bar over the rudimentary 
canine. Palpation indicated marked degree 
extrusion this tooth from its cryptic be- 
ginnings the jaw. The buccal border 
the cheek teeth the dorsal arcades were 
need “dressing” with dental float but 
not severely so; consequently “teeth trouble” 
was ruled out. solution Tri-Sulfa (H-G) 
was administered I.V. and the owner requested 
call improvement ensued. 

December Ist, the client called say 
that the mare was unable eat and the ton- 
gue was swelling. The mare was admitted 
the hospital pens where the owner’s observa- 
tions were corroborated. addition his 
observations, the author noted that tension 
the intermandibular area had increased. 
The mare’s temperature this time was nor- 
mal. slight nasal discharge viscosity 
was noted. Empiric treatment with Sodium 
iodide I.V. was given. This treatment was 
continued for three days with observable sub- 
sidence the mandibular and lingual swell- 
ing. The patient began eating and was sent 
home December 7th with instructions 
the owner observe her eating habits care- 
fully. 

December 8th, hours from hospital 
discharge, the mare was re-admitted with 
the tongue swollen and protruding from the 
mouth about four inches. Cortisone acetate, 
1,500 Units, was given intramuscularly and 
the tongue returned normal size within four 
hours—however, recurrence lingual swell- 
ing and protrusion was observed the following 
day. Constant efforts eat failed, with diets 
oat hay, rolled oats, alfalfa hay and bran 
mashes being offered. The patient could drink 
water and normal swallowing movements 
were observed. Saline-Dextrose was fed 
the mare intravenously, her weight loss 
had been rapid. Sodium cacodylate (20 cc.) 


was given intravenously. fluctuating swell- 
ing the base the tongue was palpated, 
causing severe pain the mare, evidenced 
her striking the examiner with the 
forefeet. Author still unable determine the 
source trouble. 

Between December 9th and December 12th, 
swelling the tongue and the intermandibu- 
lar area fluctuated from hard soft but the 
rectal temperature remained 100 degrees. 
the morning December 13th, heat was 
felt over the swollen area with softening 
the center. sterile tap with gauge, 
three-inch needle into the area “pointing” 
produced nothing. decision deeper was 
made and the mare was prepared for surgery. 
Mag-Chloral (H-G) was given intravenously 
until state deep narcosis was reached. 
dental speculum was placed the mouth 
and the jaws forced open. Thorough examina- 
tion the oral cavity showed marked edema- 
tous swelling the tongue and floor the 
mouth. Two gelatinous masses were seen and 
palpated the root the tongue its ven- 
tral face. There was evidence trauma 
the mouth and throat. 

The intermandibular swelling was incised 
with the incision penetrating the skin, mylo- 
hyoideus, anterior digastricus and the ptery- 
goideus medialis muscles. deep abscess was 
found under the latter and thick, cheesy 
flocculent material was flushed out. prob- 
ing with the index finger along the abscess 
wall, the author felt sharp stab. cautious 
re-entry the finger searched out small 
straight darning needle, one and five-eighths 
inches long with very shart point. The needle 
was not imbedded the abscess wall. Re- 
moval the needle followed swabbing 
the abscess wall with seven per cent Tinc- 
ture Iodine solution was accomplished and 
gauze wick, enhance drainage, was left 
the incision. Tetanus antitoxin, 3,500 Units 
combination was given. 

The next day the patient was able eat 
rolled oats and small amounts alfalfa hay. 
two days her masticatory movements were 
almost normal. further treatment was nec- 
essary and she was discharged prescribed 
grain ration three daily feedings. After 
six weeks the owner reported that the mare’s 
recovery was uneventful with rapid return 
condition. 

This case interesting for number 
reasons. its initial phases the case presented 
several confounding syndromes. First, symp- 
toms distemper (strangles); followed 
signs resembling those ligneous phlegmon. 
Concurrently, actinobacillary-like symptoms 
involving the tongue and adjacent structures 
tended further confound the author. 
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Infectious Bovine Rhinotracheitis*

Transmission Studies 


Our early investigations showed that blood 
and spleen from infected field cases failed 
produce the disease susceptible calves. 
However, when nasal washings from field 
cases were inoculated intranasally suscep- 
tible calves and adult cattle the 
produced. This included nasal washings from 
beef and dairy cattle the California and 
Colorado outbreaks. Treatment these na- 
sal washings with antibiotics which killed all 
the bacteria had effect the transmissa- 
bility the disease. 


typical response calves inoculation 
with treated nasal secretions shows peak 
temperature 105 106 degrees around 
the fourth day and then decline and recovery 
the animal after days. Hyperemia 
and nasal discharge was observed after two 
days, inappetence and respiratory distress 
around the third day, 
rhinitis and depression appeared the peak 
the febrile response. 

Inoculation calves with nasal washings 
from normal cattle and with stabilizing fluid 
without nasal secretions failed produce the 
disease, 


Immunological Studies 


Experimental animals recovered from vari- 
ous field strains the disease and subse- 
quently with injections homo- 
logous and heterologous nasal secretions failed 
develop rhinotracheitis. Non-immune con- 
trol calves developed the disease. 


Pathologic Findings 


The lesions the experimental animals 
were almost entirely restricted the nasal 
cavity and the nasopharynx. 


The earliest lesion was acute catarrhal rhi- 
nitis with excess mucin secretion, emigration 
neutrophiles through the mucosa, hyper- 
emia and edema. 


The next stage was necrosis nasal mucosa 
and formation fibrinous exudate the 
eroded areas. 


This was followed more diffuse necrosis 
and extensive fibrinous exudate with neutro- 


phile invasion. This formed pseudomem- 
brane. 


Grossly during the most severe stages 
rhinotracheitis the nasal mucosa and naso- 


pharynx were covered sheets fibrin and 
fibrinopurulent exudate.

Lib Feeding Dogs* 


novel application feeding dogs the 
Gaines Research Kennels was discussed. This 
involved the use granular homogenized pel- 
lets dry fed libitum. The experimen- 
tation with this technique has been carried 
from 1946 through the present date. Such 
points segregation ingredients and the 
incorporation completely balanced diet 
each granule was stressed. The newer con- 
cept nutrition suggests that each feeding 
should contain completely balanced ration 
obtain maximum value from any food. 

total breeds adult dogs have been 
fed this diet exclusively from periods rang- 
ing from six months five years. Almost all 
the individual dogs have been able learn 
regulate the amount food required 
them for their caloric needs. The self feeding 
technique was further carried through gen- 
eration testing program. the present time, 
the Gaines Research Kennels have their fifth 
generation Labrador Retrievers that have 
been fed the libitum method exclusively. 
The dog’s method eating changes radically 
from “wolfing the food down” eating the 
individual granules small quantities. 
believed that the abrasive action the gran- 
ules the teeth partially eliminates tartar 
formation. The method being extended 
cover additional breeds.

Control 


WIXOM, D.V.M. 
Amended California Brucellosis Regulations 


January 1956, two new regulations 
aimed further controlling brucellosis cat- 
tle went into effect. The first, Dairy Cattle 
Brucellosis Regulation 754.1, was amended 
December 27, 1955, and now provides that 
before being moved cattle dairy breeds 
over six months age must have negative 
blood test for brucellosis within thirty days 
prior movement have tattoo the ear 
indicating they have been officially vaccinated 
against brucellosis. Steers, bulls, cattle moved 
for immediate slaughter, and under certain 
conditions those moved pasture, are exempt. 
Blood tests referred this regulation must 
made one the following laboratories: 

laboratory the State Department 
Agriculture. 

The University California School 
Veterinary Medicine. 

approved county livestock inspection 
laboratory. Blood samples must taken 
licensed veterinarian. 

This regulation places increased import- 
ance upon legible tattoos placed the ears 
dairy heifers the time they are vac- 
cinated against brucellosis. 

Dairy cattle not bearing legible tattoos and 
not accompanied certificate nega- 
tive blood test can moved only for im- 
mediate slaughter. Veterinarians are reminded 
that diversion such cattle testing vac- 
cinating sales yards for dealers after 
they have once been moved, not permitted. 
For this reason requests blood test vac- 
cinate dairy cattle for brucellosis sales 
yards for dealers should looked upon 
with caution. 

Dairy Cattle Brucellosis Regulation 
deals with the interstate movement cattle 
and requires that before entering the state, 
cattle dairy breeds over four months age 
must accompanied evidence official 
vaccination against brucellosis between the 
ages four and months accompanied 
negative blood test for brucellosis made 
within thirty days prior date entry. 

Recently chorioptic scab has been diag- 
nosed several herds purebred cattle 
California. Evidence points infestation fol- 
lowing exposure livestock shows and fairs. 
Veterinarians are urged the lookout 
for this condition and report suspected 
cases the Bureau Livestock Disease Con- 
trol district offices once. 

Reports indicate that the more serious psor- 
optic scab exists other states and continues 
spread. Since many cattle particularly 
beef breeds are imported California from 
these states, possibility introduction this 
condition spite precautions taken exists.

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Antibiotics With Prescriptions 
report the Committee Veterinary Supply, 


has long been the wish and desire the 
veterinary profession place dangerous drugs 
prescription basis, since the sale such 
drugs without prescriptions constitutes dan- 
ger public health and safety. list 
such drugs would include the antibiotics, 
sulfas, and hormones. partial realization 
this goal was achieved when the Committee 
Veterinary Supply Problems met joint 
conference Tuesday, January 10th, the 
Press Union League Club, San Francisco, 
and those attending were: Drs. Peart, Collin- 
son, Gaylord Cooke, Secretary, Board Ex- 
aminers, Veterinary Medicine; Ben Dean, State 
Public Health; Joseph Arburua, Chairman, 
Executive Board, AVMA; Charles Parshall, 
representing CSVMA House Representa- 
tives AVMA; Mr. Carl Wynkoop, Deputy 
Attorney General; Mr. Floyd Heffron, Sec- 
retary, Board Pharmacy; Mr. Huber, Legal 
Adviser, Cal. Medical, and Charles Travers. 

this meeting the Attorney General’s 
office rendered opinion concerning 
antibiotics which was the effect that pre- 
scriptions are now required for the purchase 
antibiotics. Furthermore, unlawful for 
pharmacy re-label drugs “For Veterinary 
Use Only” when such drugs are intended for 
human use. The enforcement these rulings 
will commence soon the Secretary the 
State Board Pharmacy receives legal 
opinion from the Attorney General’s office 
concerning the sale hypodermic syringes 
and needles, these two items are closely 
related the antibiotics. hoped that this 
opinion will forthcoming within the next 
days. 

You may wonder what brought this all 
about? First and foremost, the sale anti- 
biotics, regardless the label, has always 
been illegal the State California. Sec- 
tion 29001 the Health and Safety Code 
designates antibiotics being classified 
dangerous drugs and does not exempt them 
from prescriptions. does, however, sub- 
section (e) exempt diethyl-stilbesterol and 
(h) the sulfas. 

Other factors that were instrumental the 
realization the enforcement these rulings 
are the following: 

The public gradually becoming aware 
the deception the print veterinary 
label. Many people now know the veterinary 
antibiotics injectible and capsule form are 
identical purity, potency, and method 
production. They are finding out the fact 
that the only difference between human and 
veterinary antibiotic the print the label. 
this regard, let quote from letter 
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received from national drug manufacturer: 
“In the manufacture our pharmaceutical 
products, our production outline calls for 
safety, purity, and potency tests all products. 
These tests are conducted our Quality 
Control Department, and the method em- 
ployed exactly the same, whether the prod- 
ucts for veterinary human use. 

“In regard our antibiotics and sulfona- 
mides, these products are prepared large 
batches and these batches are used fill 
human and veterinary products. One batch 
might used simultaneously for filling both 
human and veterinary products, the need 
may require. 

would like re-emphasize again that 
there difference between our human and 
veterinary antibiotics and sulfonamides, ex- 
cept the labeling the package.” 

One can readily see that the public were 
become better acquainted with this truth 
that would cause the Board Pharmacy 
act firmly the enforcement the law. 
does not set well with the pharmacy pro- 
fession have drug sold layman, 
whereas that same drug with human label 
requires degree pharmacy, plus license. 
Furthermore, the medical profession not 
pleased with situation where the public may 
obtain dangerous drugs without prescriptions 
and medicate themselves. 

feel that there will attempt 
certain selfish interests, who have regard 
for public health and safety, amend the law 
the legislature next year and exempt the 
antibiotics from prescription basis. There- 
fore, your Executive Committee and Com- 
mittee Veterinary Supply feels that 
obtain maximum enforcement the law 
will necessary offset any amendment 
the law the legislature next year pre- 
sented compiling all data possible 
presented this article, particularly with re- 
gards sameness potency, purity, and 
method production antibiotics, hormones, 
and the sulfa tablets, and the individual 
veterinarian should send documented, authen- 
tic cases known treatments with veterinary 
drugs humans, purchases veterinary 
drugs for human treatment, the Committee 
Veterinary Supply Problems, care the 
Executive Secretary the CSVMA.

amination Federal meat inspectors 
slaughterhouses. studying the history 
each infected animal, try find out 
what herd became infected. Then have 
trace backward and forward—backward 
find the original herd from which the infec- 
tion came, and forward locate other in- 
fected animals that may have been removed 
from the original herd. large number 
our infected animals are being tracked down 
this way. 

Another cattle disease concern bru- 
cellosis. For years the fight against brucellosis 
slaughter quarantine those diseased, and 
vaccination calves. Vaccination calves 
with strain vaccine has played import- 
ant role protecting young stock. The new 
interpretation reading results blood 
agglutination tests make allowances for 
normal reactions animals that had been 
vaccinated and are over months age 
will clear lot confusion that formerly 
existed. will remove one the drawbacks 
vaccination and still provide adequate pro- 
tection against the disease. Under the eradi- 
cation program, the incidence brucellosis 
dairy and beef cattle tested has dropped 
from 11.5 per cent 1934 2.6 per cent 
1954. Approximately years ago, when the 
infection rate was five per cent, was es- 
timated that the annual loss the dairy 
industry alone amounted $87 million, and 
total loss $100 million the livestock 
industry whole. the infection rate 
gradually declined, recent estimates the 
losses caused brucellosis were $58 million 
year. This reduction losses more than 
the total State-Federal expenditures, even 
with the expanded program, which was in- 
augurated Secretary Benson October 
1954, effort reduce the level in- 
fection and approach complete eradication 
rapidly possible. 


Controlled Trials for Furazolidone 


The first strictly controlled trials assess 
the value furazolidone (Furoxone, Eaton) 
naturally occurring outbreaks fowl ty- 
phoid (Salmonella gallinarum) English 
poultry farms are described Veterinary 
Record, 67:799 (Oct. 22) 1955. 

Pointing out that fowl typhoid has been the 
cause severe losses many English poultry 
flocks, the authors, Harbourne and 
Sellers, note that previous work Williams 
Smith had shown the effectiveness furazo- 
lidone chickens experimentally infected 
with Salmonella gallinarum. For the purposes 
their own study, the authors selected fifteen 
farms which fowl typhoid had been diag- 
nosed. these farms the owners agreed 
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divide their flocks; some birds were fed 
mash mixed with .02 .04 per cent furazo- 
lidone; others were treated with exactly 
the same care except that their mash was 
unmedicated. 

the close the treatment period, com- 
parison the mortality rates the two groups 
led the investigators conclude “furazolidone 
had significant effect the mortality rate 
due fowl typhoid, reducing more than 
half.” 

“To reduce losses minimum,” they state 
that “it essential commence treatment 
the early stages the outbreak and, there 
recrudescence the disease, repeat treat- 
ment.”

CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE I 
Name 


This association shall incorporated and known 
as the California Veterinary Medical Association and 
shall remain a nonprofit organization in fact. 


ARTICLE 
Objectives 


The purpose of this association shall be to pro- 
mote veterinary science; to propagate a fraternal 
feeling among its members; to protect the rights 
and privileges of veterinarians; and to elevate the 
standards of the profession generally in scientific 
intercourse. 


ARTICLE III 
Officers

shall be a president, president-elect, first vice-presi- 
dent, second vice-president, third vice-president and 
treasurer. The president-elect shall be installed as 
president the termination the annual session 
next following the one at which he was elected.

Section 2. There shall be an executive secretary 
employed by the Executive Committee or elected by 
the association.

Section 3. A delegate and an alternate to the 
House of Representatives of the American Veterinary 
Medical Association shall be elected in conformity 
with the provisions of the Constitution and By-laws 
of the American Veterinary Medical Association. 


Section 4. The elective officers and the immediate

Section The president shall appoint sergeant- 
at-arms, committees as authorized in articles XIII 
and XIV of the By-laws, and such other committees 
as may be necessary. 


Section 3. The president shall fill unexpired terms 
any vacated, nonelective officers, and treasurer. 
Such appointments must have the approval of a 
majority of the Executive Committee. 


Section 4. The president shall be a member of 
the Executive Committee and Board of Governors 
with the same franchise as other members. 


Section The president shall call special meet- 
ings of the Executive Committee whenever he may 
deem necessary.

Said checks shall also be 
co-signed by the executive secretary, or in the event 
of his inability, by the assistant executive secretary. 

Section 5. There shall be a fund designated as the 
Operating Fund to be handled by the executive sec- 
retary to pay the current running expenses of the 
association.

Section 6. The treasurer shall be bonded with a 
reputable company the amount $10,000.

The Executive Committee shall meet 
prior to all meetings of the association and shall 
hold such other meetings as may be necessary for 
the proper conduct of the business of the associa- 
tion.

Section 6. (a) The Executive Committee shall have 
the power to hear and determine upon all com- 
plaints, filed before it in writing, relative to im- 
proper conduct of any member of the association 
and shall, if it deems it advisable, summon the 
member so charged to appear before it to answer 
such written charges and make defense.

No public report 
of such hearings shall be divulged by any member 
of the Executive Committee previous to its report 
or recommendation to the association in regular 
session.

(e) The Executive Committee shall dictate the 
policy and duties of the executive secretary, except 
as otherwise provided in article XII. 


Section 9. The Executive Committee shall have 
complete charge of the property and financial affairs 
of the association, including the management of all 
its publications 


Section 10. The Executive Committee shall have 
the accounts of all officers in charge of funds and 
property of the association audited by a qualified 
accountant annually or at such other times as it 
shall direct. The audit report shall be submitted to 
the association, at a regular session, after considera- 
tion by the Executive Committee. 


Section 11. The Executive Committee shall report, 
at the annual meeting of the association, their ac- 
tions which shall also include the actions of the 
Board of Governors.

Section The executive secretary shall, with the 
approval of the Executive Committee, arrange for 


necessary accommodations for holding annual con- 
ventions. 


Section 7. The executive secretary shall provide 


for the registration of members and visitors at all 
meetings. 


Section 8. The executive secretary shall receive 
all funds paid to the association, promptly trans- 
fer such funds to the treasurer of the association 
and receive from the treasurer a receipt therefor.

Section 9. The executive secretary shall review 
and countersign all contracts, agreements, trans- 
fers, or other instruments to which the association 
is a party when so authorized by the association or 
Executive Committee. 


The executive secretary shall care- 
fully examine, approve or reject, by direction of the 
Executive Committee, all material intended as adver- 
tising or otherwise in any publication or bulletin of 
the association.

(b) shall the duty the Committee 
Membership and American Veterinary Medical Asso- 
ciation Affairs to work with the executive secretary 
and assist him in obtaining new members and 
reinstatement of lapsed members. 


(c) shall the duty the Committee Mem- 
bership and American Veterinary Medical Associa- 
tion Affairs to cooperate with the American Vet- 
erinary Medical Association on all matters pertain- 
ing to ethics. 


(d) shall the duty the Committee Mem- 
bership and American Veterinary Medical Associa- 
tion Affairs to assist the sergeant-at-arms in fulfill- 
ing his duties. 


Section shall the duty the Committee 
on Public Relations to study the relations of the 
veterinary profession agriculture and other 
branches science and industry and carry out 
educational programs beneficial to the general wel- 
fare of mankind through the medium of scientific 
and public press, civic clubs, professional groups, 
motion pictures, radio and television. 


Section shall the duty the Committee 
on Ways and Means to recommend proposed amend- 
ments the Constitution; ways and methods 
raising funds, and making changes beneficial to the 
association. 


ARTICLE XVI

Section 3. Nonresident members are those who 
qualify under section article XVI and reside 
practice entirely outside the territorial limits of the 
State California.

Section 4. Retired members who qualify under 
section 1 of article XVI shall comprise those who 
have entirely ceased to practice veterinary medi- 
cine in any form whatsoever.

The 
annual dues of retired members shall be $5.00. 


Section 5. Life members who qualify under sec- 
tion article XVI shall those who have been 
exempted from paying dues by vote of the associa- 
tion. They have all the rights and privileges 
active members. Proposals for life membership must 
be referred to the Executive Committee for recom- 


mendation and can elected vote 
the association. 


Section 6. (a) Honorary members shall comprise 
men or women who have distinguished themselves 
in veterinary medicine or other sciences. Proposals 
for honorary membership must be made in writing 
by members of the association, giving the qualifica- 
tions of the candidate, and shall be referred to the 
Executive Committee for consideration and recom- 
mendation before they can voted upon the 
association. A two-thirds vote by ballot of the mem- 
bers present shall be required for election to honor- 
ary membership. 

(b) Honorary members shall exempt from all 
dues and have the rights and privileges active 
members except the right to vote and hold office. 


Section Only members who have paid current 
dues are arrears dues not more than five 
months shall have the right vote and entitled 
all the rights and privileges the association. 
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ARTICLE XVIII 


Memberships—Arrears, Reinstatements 
and Dismissals

ARTICLE XXII 
Code of Ethics
